The voting power of an indi- 
vidual has been termed many 
things. A duty, a right, a respon- 
sibility, and a privilege. Yet many 
people fail to vote, which threatens 
the stability of any government 
whether it be on a national, county, 
or student scale. 


Facts can be confusing and 
sometimes are when talking in 
terms of government, but the fact 
there is a larger turnout for the 
Homecoming Queen elections than 
for the student body elections is 
very clear. 


That there is more interest and 
student participation in Home- 
coming Week alone than there is 
all semester in student government 
is also clear if not disconcerting. 


I am in no way criticizing the 
Homecoming activities. They are a 
colorful and important function of 
campus life, but in no way can we 
give them precedence over the elec- 
tion of our student leaders in im- 
portance or participation. 


A problem facing student body 
elections which neither Homecom- 
ing nor State elections face is that 
of lack of candidates. As Student 
Body President, Bill Luch has re- 
peatedly pointed out there were 
only two offices which ran op- 
posed in the last election including 
the unopposed was the office of 
president. 


These elections choose people 
who will represent MPC at most 
State-wide conferences. These peo- 
ple make up more than the major- 
ity of votes on the Executive coun- 
cil and have the power to appoint 
six people to the Student council. 
These six are the chairmen of pub- 
licity, athletics, rallys and assem- 
blies, news bureau, properties, and 
social activities. All have votes on 
the student council. 


In addition the people on the 
executive council can make recom- 
mendations to the student council 
for expenditures of your money. 
The student treasury is expected to 
reach twenty thousand dollars. 


A possible solution to this prob- 
lem of lack of candidates has been 
submitted to the Inter-Club council 
by Mr. Luch. It is a system where- 
by nominations for student body 
offices would be handled by the 
clubs, much the same as Home- 
coming elections are. 

The clubs would be divided into 
groups of one or two A clubs and 
three or four B clubs. These clubs 
would select candidates, support 
them and handle their campaigns. 
This system would, by no means, 
limit candidates to nomination by 
club only. Individuals could still 
run, but Luch’s plan would insure 
at least two candidates for every 
office.

After an exchange of intercepted passes the Lobo offense got in gear 


and rolled 49 yards to a touchdown, 
Lopez going the last 14 yards ona 
burst of speed and power over right 
tackle. Claude Crabb tossed a pass 
to Larry Guilford for the all impor- 
tant 2 point conversion which 
turned out to be the margin of vic- 
tory. 

A Vallejo drive sputtered on the 
Lobo 44 and a short punt carried 
to the Lobo 34 where the Lobos 
took over.

A series of fumbles and inter- 
cepted passes followed, highlighted 
only by a booming punt by Guil- 
ford that carried 47 yards from the 
line of scrimmage to roll dead on 
the Falcon 42. Shortly after that 
the Falcons recovered a Lopez 
fumble on the MPC 25 and drove 
for a score in two plays, the final 
yardage covered by a 18 yard scor- 
ing pass from John Anabo to Louie 
Johnson. The Falcons’ attempt at 
the two-point conversion was stop- 
ped short and the score was 14-12 
at the half in favor of the Wolf- 
pack. 


On the second play from scrim- 
mage Charlie Fuller rambled 67 
yards to a touchdown for the Fal- 
cons to give the Vallejo boys a 
18-14 advantage, much to the pleas- 
ure of their Homecoming crowd. 
The Lobos retaliated with a 71 yard 
sustained drive to the Vallejo 2 
where they lost the ball on downs. 
The third quarter endéd without 
any further threat from either side. 


A Vallejo recovery of a Lobo 
fumble on the MPC 17 opened the 
door for the Falcons. VJC drove to 
a first down on the MPC 6 and 
then could move no more against 
a stubborn Lobo defense and the 
Lobos regained the ball on downs 
at their 4. Three Crabb to Guilford 
aerials and a Crabb 30 yard run to 
the Falcon 34 put the MPC crew in 
scoring position, but an intercepted 
pass stopped that drive at the 41.
